UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  December 
1980  totaled  62.6  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  up  3.5  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  5.1  million  pounds  below  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  December,  57.1  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  1  --  up 
3.7  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month  and 
down  5.1  million  pounds  from  December  1979. 
The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I  was 
91.25'.  in  December  compared  to  90. 26°<,  the  pre- 
vious month  and  8S.95i  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
December  was  $15.10  per  cwt.  —  up  38  cents 
from  November  1980  and  SI. 29  above  December 
1979. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers   delivered  56.2  million  pounds 
of  milk   to  pool   plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    12  during   December   1980.      Producer 
milk   deliveries  were   up  6.5  million  pounds 
from  November  and  were  up  8.8  million  pounds 
from   December   1979. 

Producer  milk   classified  as   Class   1  milk 
a.=  used   in   the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price   to   producers  totaled   53.3   million  pounds. 
Cl;iss    1    producer  milk   totaled   44.9   million 
pounds    in   November  and   41.5   million    pounds    dur- 
ing Doccmhcr  a  year  ago.      Class   I   milk  was 
94.87':.  of  the  total    producer  milk    during  Decem- 
ber compared  to  90.28%    (Continued  on   page   6J 


During  1980  the  combined  deliveries  of 
producer  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under 
Federal  Orders  6,  12  and  13  totaled  2,121.7 
million  pounds.   Producer  milk  deliveries  in 

1979  were  2,077.8  million  pounds.  These  data 
reflect  an  increase  in  1980  over  1979  of  44.0 
million  pounds,  or  2.1  percent. 

Producer  milk  receipts  at  Southeastern 
Florida  pool  plants  decreased  from  787.6  mil- 
lion pounds  in  1979  to  765.7  million  pounds 
in  1980  --  down  2.7  percent.   Receipts  at 
Tampa  Bay  pool  plants  increased  from  548.9 
million  pounds  in  1979  to  599.6  million 
pounds  in  1980  --  up  9.2%,  and  receipts  at 
Upper  Florida  pool  plants  increased  1.9%  from 
741.3  million  pounds  in  1979  to  755.4  million 
pounds  in  1980. 

Class  1  milk  sales  in  the  combined  3  mar- 
ket area  totaled  2,024.6  million  pounds  in 

1980  compared  to  1,973.9  million  pounds  in 
1979,  reflecting  an  increase  of  2.6%.   In  the 
individual  markets  Class  1  milk  sales  were  up 
3.2%  in  the  Southeastern  Florida  area,  6.3% 
in  the  Tampa  Bay  area  and  down  1.3%  in  the 
Upper  Florida  area. 

The  percentage  of  producer  milk  classi- 
fied as   Class   1   milk   showed  a  decrease   in   1980 
compared  to   1979.      In   1980,    91.60%  of  all  pro- 
ducer milk   under  Federal   Orders   6,    12  and   13 
was   classified   as   Class   I   milk   compared  to 
92.07%   in    1979.      Class   I   producer  milk  de- 
creased  from  92.74%   to  90.15%   under  Order  6, 
increased   from  89.33%   to  90.70%  under  Order 
12,    and   increased   from  93.35%   to  93.74%   under

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  68.8  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  December  1980. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up  7.7 
million  pounds  and  2.1  million  pounds 
above  December  1980. 

In  the  December  equalization 
pool,  65.5  million  pounds  of  milk  was 
classified  as  Class  I.  Class  1  pro- 
ducer milk  was  up  9.0  million  pounds 
from  last  month,  and  was  4.0  million 
pounds  above  December  1979.  Class  I 
milk  was  95.15%  of  the  total  during 
December  compared  to  92.38°i,  the  pre- 
vious month  and  92.11-0  during  Decem- 
ber of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  December  milk 
was  $15.45  per  cwt.   The  uniform 
price  was  up  41  cents  from  November 
and  was  $1.28  above  December  1980. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  435  producers  delivered  187.6 
million  pounds  of  milk  to  pool  plants. 
This  compared  to  435  producers  and 
169.9  million  pounds  during  the  pre- 
vious month  and  437  producers  and 
181.8  million  pounds  during  December 
1979.   Producer  milk  deliveries  in 
December  were  up  10.4%  from  November 
and  were  3.2%  above  December  of  last 
year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  13,874  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12, 
and  13.   The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  9,644  pounds  under 
Order  No.  6,  11,499  pounds  under 
Order  No.  12,  and  32.112  pounds  under 
Order  No.  13.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  3  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  1  POINT 

The  December  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  larmers  decreased 
3  points  (1.1  percent)  to  261  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  decrease  since  November  were  lower  prices  for  soybeans,  hogs, 
oranges,  wheat,  cattle  and  lettuce.   Higher  prices  for  eggs,  corn, 
peanuts,  tobacco  and  rice  were  partially  offsetting.   The  Index  was 
22  points  {9.2  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  By  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Services, 
Interest,  Taxes  and  Wage  Rates  for  December  15  was  291,  up  1  point 
(.3  percent)  from  mid-November.   Higher  prices  for  feed,  fuel  and 
energy,  and  family  living  items  were  the  major  contributors  to  the  in- 
crease.  The  Index  was  31  points  (12  percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of  Prices 
Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  90  for  the 
month  of  December  1980.   The  ratio  was  down  1  point  from  the  previous 
month  and  down  2  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

USDA  PURCHASES  LARGE' 

The  USDA  continued  to  purchase  large 
amounts  of  dairy  products  this  fall,  because 
of  the  heavy  supply  of  milk  and  a  weak  demand 
for  dairy  products.   Milk  equivalent  pur- 
chases totaled  868  million  pounds  during  Oct- 
ober-November, compared  with  450  million 
pounds  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
From  January  through  November,  the  USDA  has 
made  net  removals  equivalent  to  8.2  billion 
pounds  of  milk  nearly  four  times  as  much  as 
in  1979.   Since  milk  production  is  expected 
to  continue  rising  for  most  of  1981  and  since 
dairy  product  demand  may  not  increase  as  much, 
USDA  will  likely  continue  to  purchase  dairy 
products  through  most  of  1981.   In  addition, 
because  of  the  105%  sell-back  policy  in  ef- 
fect --  and  also  because  of  the  expected  lar- 
ger milk  production  --  manufacturers  will  try 
to  hold  their  stocks  to  a  relatively  low 
level,  increasing  the  amount  of  CCC  removals. 

On  December  1,  USDA  uncommitted  inven- 
tories of  butter  were  274  million  pounds,  92% 
higher  than  last  year  while  nonfat  dry  milk 
holdings  were  521  million  pounds,  up  37%. 
Meanwhile,  American  cheese  uncommitted  inven- 
tories were  184  million  pounds  --  more  than 
nine  times  year-ago  levels.
